Upper Beachwood is now one mass parking lot with moving vehicles and pedestrians 
fighting for space in the narrow area that is left as heavy traffic comes in unpredictable 
waves. I just saw a man with his very young son walking down the street with a line of 
eight cars crawling behind them because there is no room. ( When I told them about the 
Canyon Drive entrance with parking lots near wide streets with sidewalks and other 
infrastructure they were livid!!) 

I see a lot more trespassing onto private property including my own because of the lack of 
space for pedestrians. They are not pleasant when I tell them to move. 

For the most part activity up here is legal, but DANGEROUS. WE HAVE NO 
INFRASTRUCTURE TO ACCOMMODATE ALL OF THESE PEOPLE. THAT IS WHY 
YOU MUST SHUT DOWN THE MAGNETS OR SHUT DOWN THE NEIGHBORHOOD. 
You are now responsible for these conditions, and you have the power to make it safe.
